SEWERAGE 

During  the  year  new  sewerage  systems  at  Settrington,  Scagglethorpe 
and  Ganton  came  into  operation  bringing  the  total  number  of  houses  in 
villages  where  a  main  sewer  is  available  to  approximately  1,080,  out  of 
a  total  of  2,427  dwellings  in  the  District. 

In  the  parishes  where  a  sewer  is  available  only  63 fo  of  the  houses 
are  in  the  sewered  area. 

Progress  on  other  schemes  in  course  of  preparation  is  as  follows 

Scampston  -  work  is  expected  to  start  early  in  1965  on  the  scheme  to 

pump  sewage  to  enlarged  sewage  disposal  works  at  Rillington. 

West  Heslerton  -  Plans  for  a  new  sewerage  system  in  the  village  with 
pumping  main  to  enlarged  works  at  East  Heslerton  have 
been  finalised  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  start  in  the 
second  half  of  1965. 

Langton  -  Preliminary  work  has  been  carried  out  for  a  new  sewerage  system 
and  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  the  village. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


No  figures  are  available  for  the  weight  of  refuse  collected. 

There  seems  to  be  general  satisfaction  with  the  fortnightly  service  with 
very  few  complaints  about  the  kerbside  method  of  collection. 

Your  refuse  tips  are  difficult  to  control,  with  limited  amounts 
of  soil  cover  and  only  occasional  hiring  of  mechanical  plant,  but  the 
overall  picture  is  satisfactory.
